Be it enacted by the Senate and House of Representa-
twves of the United States of America in Congress assembled,
SECTION 1. SHORT TITLE.

This Act may be cited as the “COI Elimination Act”.
SEC. 2. ABOLITION AND RESTRICTION.

(a) STATEMENT OF Poricy.—It is the policy of the

United States to—
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(1) seek the abolition of the United Nations

Independent International Commission of Inquiry on
the Occupied Palestinian Territory, including East
Jerusalem, and Israel; and

(2) combat systemic anti-Israel bias at the
